DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 - 24 have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 - 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, either alone or in combination, neither discloses nor suggests a hood hinge 
including a pivoting lever attached to a hood on one side and attached to a four-bar 
mechanism, said four-bar mechanism being activated and driven by a displacement 
device in the event of a collision. Polz et al. (6,964,3160 discloses a front opening hood 
assembly including a four-bar mechanism, however, Polz does not make use of a 
pivoting lever which pivots in respect to a hood on one end and is released from said 
hood upon the other end. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
